A world ‘sharply divided ‘by distrust ‘appeared bert 
today upon meetings whieh ‘could’ conceivably restore 
harmony. 

Events,leading up to such a surmise were: 


1. IN PARIS the Soviet Union offered to negotiate 
a German settlement with the western Allies (Britain, 
U.S., France), in a Big-Four conference if they would 
join Russia and Communist China in a Big-Five round 
table discussion of all other problems. 


2. AT UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Monday, Indian 
delegate V.-K. Kirshna Menon also appealed for a Big- 
Four meeting. In an address before the UN General As- 
sembly he said: “Humanity cries for it. It might. be a so- 
lution to our present difficulties. It would clear the air, 
including the situation in Germany:and Korea . . . noth- 
ing would be more desirable. 

3. IN LONDON, Monday, British Prime. Minister 
Churchill said in a special statement that-he has not 
changed his opinion that a Big-Four meeting would be 
profitable and should be scheduled. 

4. BONN, Germany, Saturday, the Council of Europe 
voted by a 76-7 majority to urge a Big Four meeting 
and an East-West mutual security pact. 

5. In Washington, meanwhile, the U.S. was reported by 
the United Press to be standing fast against mounting 
world pressure for a Big Four chiefs of state meeting 
until the Soviet Union demonstrates in lower-level confer- 
ences that ‘it means to work for peace. “Officials insisted 
it would be useless to hold such a meeting now because, 
they said, there is no evidence the Soviet world intends 
to mend its ways and drop its goal of world domination. 


Wants UN Seat tor China Reds 


: PARiS (UP)—The Soviet Union proposed today a 
live-powel nmieeting including Red China on all problems 
atfec ting “world tension” and a four-power parley with 
ihe Unitea States, Britain and France on the future of 
Germany 

Russia demanded also that Communist China be given 
a seat in the United Nations and be permitted to take part 
in the settlement of all issues concerning the Pacific and 
Southeast Asia. 

The Russian proposals were contained in a note handed 
to the three western ambassadors in Moscow Monday. The 
notes arrived in Washington, Paris and London today. 

Phe long and vague—possibly deliberately—Soviet 
note gave no indication how or when Russia would like 
to hcid the two conferences. 

The initial reaction of officials here was that since 
the Russians put the five-poWer parley first, they meant 
to make it—at least for bargaining purposes—a condition 
for the holding of a four-power conference on Germany. 

Furthermore, since the note made no mention of the 
Lugano conference proposal, the conclusion of Allied ex- 
perts was that the Russians by ignoring the invitation 
had rejected it 


Kremlin Ignores PM‘s Call 


It was also noted that the Kremlin also ignored the 
call by British Prime Minister Winston Churchill for a 
full-dress Big Four conference of chiefs of state including 
President Eisenhower; French Premier Joseph Laniel-and 
Soviet Premier Georgi M. Malenkov. Yet Moscow itself 
had. long called for such a high level meeting. 

The note was in answer to the western proposals of 
Sept. 2 inviting the Soviet Union to send its foreign min- 
ister to Lugano, Switzerland, Oct. 15 to discuss the issues 
of German unification and the conclusion of an Austrian 
treaty. 

The Kremlin in its latest exchange with the West 
completely ignored this invitation. Instead*it concluded 
its strangely vague 10-page note—the first nine filled with 
the usual propaganda—with-a-demand for: 

1.—A meeting of the five foreign ministers including 
Communist China’s on all problems affecting “world ten- 
sion’ ‘and, 

2.—A meetin gof the four foreign ministers, without 
the Peiping representative, on the German problem.

R. LAING, THE LIBERAL 
leader inthe legislature, is 
right in urging the Bennett govern- 
ment te consider carefully the effect 
of its proposed new tax on the tim- 
ber and mineral industries. 


It is curious, to say the least, that 
the first act of a government elected 
on a policy of economy and ‘mini- 
mum taxes should be a tax inerease 
—especially at a time when .the 
timber and mineral industries Are 
entering a period of decreasing 
prices for their products. 


It is true that°the new tax will 
not touch company profits below 
$25,000 a year. But that exemption 
is narrow and will affect only a 
limited group of the smallest opera- 
tors. Most of the operating timber 
and mineral companies must pay it 
and thus increase ‘their basic cost 
of production. 

It is easy ‘to say, of course, that 
men rich enough to own these indus- 
tries can afford to pay more taxes, 
but in fact they must affect the 
general economy of the province and 
hence: everybody.

“brain washing” practised on U.N. 
troops by the North Koreans and 
Chinese. By  physicaltorture in 
many cases, by ceaseless repetition 
of propazanda’-in others, the Red 
captors—worked—on—the—beliefs —of 
their victims, seeking to swing them 
to am acceptance of communism. 
Full acceptance. was the ‘goal, but if 
even a doubt of the western way of 
life-could be-implanted a small vic- 
tory.-was won for the Red ideology
